Sibjeot . — Principles Governing the issue of Import licences fen- January — June 

1049 

No. l(4)ITO/49 •- — The following decisions made by the Government of 
India governing the issue of import licences for goods falling undor Parts II to V 
of the I.T.O. Schedule for the licensing period January — -June 1949 are hereby 
published for general information. These decisions do not apply to goods falling 
under Capital Goods and H.E.P. licensing procedure which has been prescrioedmi 
the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice issued on the 10th Apnl 1948, as 
amended by Public Notice dated the 10th November 1948. 

2. Incoma-tax verification certificates. — As already announced in tho 
Public Notices dated the 8th January 1949 and the 4th Fobrumy 1949 appli- 
cations for import licences, other than those specially exempted in these 
notices, will not be considered unless the applicants have furnished certificates 
of income-tax verification in the prescribed form and obtained registration 
numbers from the licensing authority concerned. The Puhlic Notices and the 
form proscribed thereunder arc reproduced as Appendix ‘A’ to (his notice. 

3. Grouping of countries in relation to currency. — Par the purpose of 
licensing of imports during January— June 1049: 

(\) Dollar aron is defined to comprise all countries in the continents of 
North, Central and South America and the PliilJipine Islands with 
the exception of Brazil, Chile, Uruguay and Peru; 

(ii) (a) Bizonia, i.e., Anglo-American zones in Germany; 

(b) Belgium and Belgian colonies; and 

(c) Portugal and Portuguese colonies excluding Portuguese posses- 
sions fn India ; 

are treated as hard currency countries. 

(lii) All othor countries excepting tho Union of South Africa, Peru, 
Japan and Switzerland arc treated as soft cutrency areas. 

4. Open" General Licence No. XI applicable to the imports from sterling 
and soft currency countries continues to be in force until otherwise notified. 

.The foreign exchange position in respect oT dollar and hard currency re- 
quires a closer watch than in (he past. 

o Imports from the Union of South Africa— No licences will be grant 
ed for imports from the Union of South Africa 

fi. Imports from Peru — Licences for the imporl from Peru of all com- 
modities covered by Open General Licence No XI. as amended from time to 
time, Will be gjnnted liberally subject to the conditions that payment is made 
m Pcnivinn currency or sterling For other goods licences will be '-ranted 
on the snrvrrt bnfiis ns from soft currency countries 

( 207 ) 
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7- Imports from Japan. — For mports from Japan, Open General Licence 
No. XIII is applicable for shipments of certain categories of goods up- 
to 31st March 1949 and licences have issued for certain other commodities. 
The licensing policy for imports from Japan will be reviewed in March 1949 
and a separate Public Notice will issue. 

8. Imports from Switzerland.— Policy cb to imports from Switzerland i» 
also under review and a separate notice will issue in respeot of licences for 
imports from Switzerland. Meantime it will be treated as a hard currency 
country for the puipose of these instructions. 

9. Imports from Bizonla.— Liconsing of imports from llizonia i.e. .Anglo- 
American Zones of Germany will be generally on the basis of licensing from' 
o Uier bard currency countries but the policy notified in Public Notice dated 
the 30th December 1948 and as modified by Public Notioe dated tlie 3rd 
February 1949 will continue to be in force. These Notices are reproduced as 
Appendix ‘O'. 

10. General. — Appended to this Publio Notice is a statement (Appendix 
B) which shows in a tabular form the licensing policy which will be followed 
in respect of imports from different areas except Japan and Switzerland. 

11. Where goods are required for importation from dollar and hard cur- 
rency countries full justification for such import should be furnished and 
it should’ bo stated whether any effort was made to import these goods from 
soft currency countries, and, if so, with what results. 

12. Importers are requested to study the appendices carefully and avoid 
making applications for import licences for articles which will not be licens- 
ed, 

13. Procurement of licences in advance of shipment of goods.— Im- 
porters sre advised, in their own interest, not to make any firm commit- 
ments with the foreign suppliers or arrange for shipment of licensable goods, 

without first obtaining the relevant import licence. Imports not covered 
by a valid impart licence issued in ndvanco of the dato of shipment are liable 
to be severely penalised, 

14. Period of validity of licences— All licences will be valid for ship- 

ments made within a period of six months from the date of issue of the 
licence except in the case of articles mentioned in Appendix 'D' of this notice 
The period of validity of licences for articles stated in Appendix 'D' 

will be one year from the date of issue. The period of validity of eaoh 

licence will be specified ou it- 

15. Form of application.- — A revised form of application has been drawn 

as in Appendix ‘E’. Applications for import licences for -January- -June 

1949 should be made in this form and all the information requfted therein 
should bo accurately furnished. Any application which is not made in the 
prescribed form and manner or which does not furnish all the relevant inform- 
ation required by this form is liable to be summarily rejected. In th u ir own 
interests applicants are requested to study the general rules for submission 
of applications (Appendix ‘F’) carefully and send euch application separate- 
ly with relevant documents by Bcgistered Post, Acknowledgment D_uo. 

10. Applications from actual consumers — In the case of : nrticlos which 
are subject to overall monetary limits, where goods are rav^matcrials and 
accessories used in industrial concerns, applications from actual consumers 
of goods will receive consideration. Actual consumers should clearly speci- 
fy in their application their past and estimated consumption of the article 
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concerned, as required iu item No. 8 of the form of application Excepting those 
firms w ho have received uctual consumer licences ir the preceding half 
^ear, applicants applying ub actual consumer should send along with their 
applications a certificate from cither the Director of Industries of the Pro- 
vince where the factory is situated or from the Director General ol Indus- 
try and bupply showing their actual manufacturing requirements oi the 
article concerned. 

17. Applications from Importers of raw materials. — Tyre-man ufacturors, Elec- 
tric Lamp Manufacturers, Fan Manufacturers, Radio Manufarrurr rs>, Cycle 
Manufacturers, Battery Manufacturers and Electric Motor and Transformer 
Manulacfurerb bhould submit to the Chief Controller of Imports a consolidated 
application separately for each country of supply to covei their requirements 
of all imported raw materials etc. needed by thorn for tlieir own manufacture. 
Detailed list of articles required, with their value, should be altnchul to the 
application. They need not bubmit applications separately to the various licens- 
ing authorities for different commodities except that in the case of goods fall- 
ing under Parts 1 and VI of the I.T.O. Schedule applications should bo made 
to the proper licensing authorities as usual. 

18. Applications from established importers.— In applying for licences for 
commodities whose imports are restricted ny monetary ceilings, applicants 
who have imported these commodities in the past should specify their past 
imports of the article applied for during any one completed finnuciul year not 
earier than 1937-88 and upto and inclusive of the year 1947-48. The state- 
ment of past imports should be supported by — 

(l) Quota certificate issued by the licensing authority concern d during 
July — December 1948; or 

(ii) Customs Bills of Entry or postal declaration forms or Customs duty- 
receipts with relevant invoices and Bunk Drafts; or 

(iii) * a ctrtificute by a Registered Accountant certifying in prescribed 
form the total e.i f. value of the imparts made by the upoheam in the parti- 
cular year. 

Who iv the quota certificate issued in the last licensing period is not pro- 
duced, (ho^oabon therefor should be clearly explained It will be open to the 
licensing authority concerned to call for original bills of entry in any parti- 
cular instance m heu of acctplanee of the evidonce of tlic quota ceitificate or 
the Registered Accountant’s certificate. 

19. Date for receiving appllcatlona.-NSlo time limit has been fixed for re 

ceiving applications from importers who arc: — 

(i) actual consumers of industrial raw materials and accessories; and 

(u) who bavo imported the commodities concerned during any financial 
year between 1937-38 and 1947-48 (inclusive). 

Thes- applications will be dealt with ehrfoiologically as and when received. 

20. Newcomers applications. — A separate notice in the latter part of this 
PubID Notice lays down Ihp ptocedurc for receiving applications horn new- 
comers i n. importers other than those specified in paras, 10, 17 & 18 above. 

21. For the purposes of licensing from dollar and bard currency countries 
persons or firms who havo not imported (he same goods nreviou- ly from tboso 
count] ies, but from soft currency eouritnes will be trealed only as new- 
comers. They should apply in accordance with the procedure for re curing 
applications from newcomers. 
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22. The authorities to whom applications should be made. — Applications 
for import licorices for articles comprised in Part V of the T.T.C. Schedule 
attached to the Commerco Ministry’s Notification No. 14-1TC dated the 20th 
November 1948 as amended should be made to the Lined Controller of Im- 
ports, New Delhi, In addition, applications will be received by the Chief 
Controller of Imports, New Delhi direct for the items enumerated in Appendix ‘E’ 
covered by Tart JV ot the I.T.C. Schedule, attached to the Comrmioe Minis- 
try’s Notification mentioned above. 

28. Itxcept for tbo articles mentioned in Appendix ‘E’ applications for im- 
ports of all articles covered by Part TV of the I.T.C. Schodulo should bo made 
to the Import Trado Controllers at the ports where similar goods were im- 
ported by the applicants in the past. Applications for import licences for arti- 
cles included in Parts II and III of the said Schednlo should be made to tho 
Deputy Chief Controller of Imports. Calcutta and Bombay respectively. App- 
lications i'nr Textile Machinery falling under Part ITI should be made to the 
Deputy Chief Controller of Imports, Bombay in triplicate 

21. Applications 'from refugee firms. — Applications from those who had 
import business in the past in Karachi and Chittagong and who are now 
rcsiderts of the Dominion of India should be submitted for all Part IV joods 
to the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi, with relevant quota certi- 
ficate in support of their past imports as issued during duly —December 1948. 
They should also give their Refugee Registration No. or Camp Commandant 
Certificate or any other evidence to show that thoy were actual residents of 
the aieas now included in Pakistan. 

25. Limiting factor. — Importers should note that o.i.f. value is the limit- 
ing factor for purposes of clearance of goods from the Customs. Orders 
should bn so placed and adjusted that the c.i.f value of the go.Hs on furival 
does not exceed that shown in the -licenco. 

26. Calculation of quotas. — For commodities whose import, is restricted' 
by monetary ceilings, established importers will be granted licences in accord- 
ance wilh the quota calculated on tho basis of their p ist imports. These 
quota percentages will be published separately by the hocusing authorities 
concerned. For imports from dollar areas quota licences will be granted on tho 
basis of imports of fhe same goods from dollar areas, For imports from hard 
currency countries, past imports from dollar area and from hard currency 
countries in the same year will he taken into consideration provided separate 
licence for imports from dollar area has not been obtained. 

27 Similarly for imports from soft currency countries total imports in one 
year from all sources can he taken into account for purposes of calculation 
ot quoin ptovided no separate licence has been obtained for imports from 
dollar mrj bard currency countries where such licences are issui d. 

28. Minimum value for quota licences.— No quota licences will be 
granted ior a value Jess than Rr. 500/- in Ihe case of dollar and hard currency 
countries and less than Rs. 1,000/- for imports from sofl rairti cv countries, 

29 In respect of goods for which new-comers applications have been in- 
vited tho minimum licence io be issued to an established importer will pot 
ordinarily be' for Icbh than Rs. 3,000/-. 

30 Conditions subject, to which licences to actual users will be granted. — Lic- 
ences to actual consumers of raw materials and accessories will be issued 
with the following condition endorsed on them- — 

“This licence is issued . subject to (he condition that the goods will bo 
utilised only for consumption as raw materials or accessories in the licence hold- 
er’s factory and 1 hat no portion thereof will be sold to any other party,” 
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31. Single applications lor same Commodity trom same group ol countries — 

Applications for the goods falling under same Serial No. should, not bo made 
both ns established import era and a& new-comers. Serious notice will be 
taken if any applicant makes more than one application for import, of the 
surne commodity from the same group of countries.

Tho Government of India have decided that with effect from the licensing period January- 
June 1949 applications for import and export, hcenies whether from quota holders, manu- 
facturers, established importers or exporters or newcomers will not be considered unless the 
applicant has lodged ceitificatcs nf income-tax vei ideation in the prescribed form with such 
of the following riccntmig offices to whu.li thoy make their applications for impoit or export 
licences 


1. Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi. 

2. Chief Controller of Exports, New Delhi. 

3. Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay. 

4. Deputy Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Calcutta. 

5. fmpoil Trade Controller, Madias. 

6. Export Trade Controller, Madras, and 

7. Export Trade Controller, Amritsar. 


(i) The certificates sha'I he in the form appended to this Notice. The applicant or his 
authorised agent should fill in . the particulars as required in the f onn, on as many copies 
as lue required, with one additional copy to bo maintained by the Income-Tax Office and 
present them to the Income-Tax authority.* The Income-Tax authority will then verify 
the particulars from their record, subscribe tho necessary verification certificates on all copies 
and return them to the applicant, leaving one copy for 'their record* specified in (ii) below. 

(ii) Except in the case of applicants assessed or assessable to tax in tho cities of Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras and Delhi, the foim after being llllod in should be sent by t.fte applicant 
or by Ins authorised agent for verification to the Income-tax Officer of the Circle, Ward 
or District whore the applicant is assessed or assessable to income-tax. In the case of 
applicants from Bombay or Calcutta, the form should be sent to the Headquarters Assistant 
Commissioner of Income-tax in those cities and in the case of those from Madras and Delhi 
to the Inspecting Assistant Commissioner of Income-tax, 


(iii) It will he noticed that the certifhnle calls for particulars of assessable incomes 
and taxos paid for a period of last five years including the income-tax year 1948-49. This 
certificate once produced, will be regarded as valid tor all applications for import and 

export licences made by the applicant throughout the calendar year 1949. 

^i V ^icr?o proprietary and partnership firms which have commenced business after 1st 
April 1948, it will be necessary to lodge certificates of incomo-lax verification with the 
Import and Export licensing authorities for the proprietor or proprietors and for each of 
tho partners, as the caBe may be. 

(v), J ho certificate when obtainod should bo sent by the applicant or his authorised 

Ule licensing authority concerned in a cover clearly superscribed "INCOME-TAX 
VERIFIC’ALTON CEKTt L' TCATti” F.mh (oitificnte after receipt in I he office of the 
licensing .luthonty com o.ned will he registered and a registration number will be allotted 
in urspet L of it aiyl uimmuriieutcd to tho applicant who will quote the registration number 
pi eminently on all applications lor import and ixp-ut licences made tbeieaftor.

(d) Othor types of persons who are not otherwise liable to income-tax, under Section 

4(3) of the Indian Income-tax Act. 

(e) Firms and individuals claiming to be exempt from income-tax should give particular# 

of their income and state fully the circumstances in which they claim to be 
exempted from the tax, 

(f) Applicants claiming exemption from the production of income-tax verification 

certificate will also be allotted registration numbers in the same way as those 
who are required to produce the Income-tax Verification Certificate ; but the 
allotment of registration numbers to them will be done at the Headquarters 
Office of the Chief Controller of Imports, instead of by tne respective licensing 
authorities, and requests for registration by such applicants should be addressed 
to that office at New Delhi in a cover superscribed “Exemption from Income-tax 
Verification Certificate”. After the registration number has been allotted and 
communicated to the applicant lie should similarly quote that number on hia 
applications for an import or export licence submitted to "the proper licensing 
authority. 

3. The Income-tax Authorities concerned have made arrangements for the issue of those 
Verification Certificates from the 25th January 1949. Arrangements have been made 
for the prompt issue of the Verification Certificates by the Income-tax authorities and for the 
registration of these certificates by the licensing authorities and for communication of 
these registration numbers to all the licensing officers. 

4. Nothing stated in this Public Notice applies to applicants for import and export 
licences for small values not exceeding Rs. 5,OUO in c.i.f. and f.o.h. values, respectively. 

6. Similarly in the ease of persons, firms or companies who had their past import or export 
business or had been residing in what is now Pakistan and are therefore unable to comply 
with the requirement of this notice, application for import or export licences will he considered 
without the production of the Income-tax Verification Certificate, They should, however, 
produce sufficient evidence to sftow that they had their place of business or had been l'osidud 
in what is now Pakistan and are therefore unable to produce the vertifleation certificate. 

6. Should Government decide from time to time to oxempt any othor classes of indivi- 
duals or firms from having to produce the certificate of income-tax verification, such decision 
will be duly announced.

With reference to para. 6 of this Ministry’s Public Notice, dated the 8th January 1949, 
regarding the production of Income-tax verification certificates by applicants for import 
and export liconces with effect from the licensing period January— -June 1949, it is notified 
for general information that the Government of India have decided that applications fo 
(i) import licences for goods which aro liberally licensed for imports from any source (includ- 
ing Capital Goods and Heavy Electrical Plant) and (ii) export licences for goods for export 
to hard currency areas will bo taken into consideration and sanctioned, if otherwise eligible, 
irrespective of whether the applicant has lodged his income-tax verification certificates. 
This decision has been taken to facilitate maximum possible imports of the liberally licensed 
commodities and the maximum possible exports to hard currency areas.

It has therefore 
been found necessary to change the licensing procedure notified in this office Public Notice, 
dated the 10th September 1948. .The following procedure will now be followed in the issue 
of licences for imports from Bixonia 

(i) Licences for import* from Bixonia will be granted oqly for such articles as ere 
licensed for imports from hard currency countries in accordance with the prin- 
ciples mentioned in Commerce Ministry’s Publio Notioe, dated the 26th July 


(ii) In the case of commodities which are liberally licensed for imports from dolls? 

and hard currency countries as mentioned in the Publio Notice, dated the , 
26th July 1948 licences will be granted liberally as hitherto on receipt of appli- 
cations from oonsumers, established importers and new comers. Applications 
should be made to the respective licensing authorities. 

(iii) In the case of articles licensed from hard currency countries subject to monetary 

ceilings, importers who have imported similar goodB in the past from any of 
the dollar and hard currency countries may ask for a quota licence# for import* 
from Biacmia. Quota licences where already granted will be allowed to be trans- 
ferred for imports from Bizohi* during its period of validity. 

'iv) Similarly licences granted to actual consumers for imports from dollar or hard 
currency countries will be allowed to be transferred for import from Bizonia. 

(▼) In addition, those who have not imported similar goods before from hard currency 
countries or whose quota licences are amall will be allowed licences on pH - 
dootma of a contract made by them with the German suppliers holding open 
export lioenoet from the Joint Export Import Agency.
